Washington, B. G., June 11 .—([Spe- 
clal.J—A plea was made before the 
house ways and means committee to- 
‘py Samuel C. Pirie,- of Carson, 
Pirie & Scott of ‘Chicago, that business 
firms be placed on a more equitable 
basis of taxation in the revenue bill.

INTERVENTION IN RUSSIA. 

The Associated Press at Washington reports 
that the central committee of the Russian cadets 
has petitioned the allies, including the United 
States, to intervene for the defense of Russia 
against Germany. At the same time the Russian 
ambassador at Paris gives to Mr. John Bass, cor- 
respondent of our neighbor, the Daily News, an 
interview explicitly urging upon America and the 
allies the propriety and necessity of sending an 


army inte Russia to assist in the expulsion of the 


Germans anc the establishment of a Russian na- 
tional régime. 


It has, of course, been known that the moderate 


parties Would welcome effective intervention. The 
difficulty nas been that the Bolshevik leaders have 
been rabidly anti-American and anti-ally and 


while their power was unchallenged, intervention 


to save Russia from Germany, whose hand Lenine 
and Trotzky were playing, would probably have 


thrown the Russian people toward Germany. It 
could not be risked. Can it be risked now? | 


The appeal for intervention does not come from 
the ruling parties in Russia or Ukrainia. The am- 
bassadors at Paris and Washington are moderates. 
The unofficial emissaries or representatives of Rus- 
sian opinion in this country belong to anti-Bolshe- 
vik groups. Can we afford to accept their invita 
tion to enter Russia? 


| 4 
It is @ delicate and critical question. It is-plausi- 
ble to hope that even among the mass of the fol- 


lowers of the fanatical Bolshevik leaders some re- 
action may have appeared toward the allies. The 
Brest-Litovek treaty ought to have brought some 
light. The question is whether the anti-German 
reaction is strong enough to justify an experiment 
in intervention. One of the serious considerations 
is that military intervention must be largely Jap- 
anese and that is likely to arouse Russian mass 
fear and hostility. We may take of urse 
off by making up an international force with sas 
national contributions of troops, however neces- 
Sarily small they may be. Japan might even be 
willing to concede the nominal command to an 
American officer, if that were urged as emphasiz- 
ing the disinterested character of the expedition, 
though that would be a difficult concession. In 
any case, if intervention is attempted it should 


in Mexico will find a way to create and maintain 
a government by which order can be preserved. 

The experiment, following the policy adhered 
to by the president, is unfinished. Theré is no con- 
cealment that. even now our relations with Mexico 
cause conoern.

The 
French are amused, it seems, over the precautions 
that are being taken against air raids by the city 
of New York. For one thing it appears rather im- 
Probable that German snbmarines would devote 
Valuable cargo space to the transport of airplanes, 
which are. naturally rather bulky... But New York's 
anxiety is more piquant to the French for the fact 
that New York has never been bombarded from the 
sky, whereas air raids are of almost daily occur- 
rence in Paris. New York doubtiess reminds the 
French of the old maid who invariably looks under 
the bed for a burglar as a preliminary to retiring.

iz YANKEES FLOOD ALLIES WITH WHEAT 1 


The enormous ahipments of food- 
stuffs made to the allies during the 
last year are disclosed for the first 
time in an announcement made yes- 
terday by the food administration. Dur- 
ing this period the task of feeding the 
fighting forces, as well as the civilian 
population of France, Belgium, Eng- 
land, and to some extent Italy, has 
fallen upon the United States. In spite 
of the continuous efforts of the U-boats 
most of the food has reached the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

Between July 1, 1917, and June 1. 
1918, the shipments of wheat have 
reached a total of 120,000,000 bushels, 
in spite of the fact that the amount 
available for export was estimated at 
only 20,000,000 bushels. 

The largest shipment of beef prod- 
ucts during any one month this year 
has been 87,000,000 pounds. The ordi- 
nary exports are from 1,000,000 to 


A aad pounds 2 month. 


The pork experts ie tive reached 308, 
000,000 pounds in one month during 
the present year, and have been of 
especial value because of the need for 
fate among inhabitants of the war- 
stricken nations. 

The food act permits Herbert Hoov- 
er and his associates to fix the price 
ot wheat, but not of other cereals. It 


ia pointed out in the statement that 
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large lots, was $16.75 a barrel one year 
ago. The present price is $9.80 a bar- 
rel. Preliminary work on the food 
administration plan began May 19, 
1917, but the food law was not en. 
acted until Aug. 10 of last year. 

The price margin between the farm- 
er’s wheat and the flour made from it 
was $5.68 a year ago. Today this

The food administration claims to 
have achieved the following general 


results during the year: To the farmer 
going to market, 27 per cent more than 
last summer; to the housewife buying 
in the market, 18 per cent less than 
last summer.

A proposal that the war department 
take over absolute control of all uni- 
versities and technical schools of the 
country and that many purely cultural 
studies be abandoned in favor of scien- 
tifie and practical ones, was made yes- 
terday at the council on medical educa- 
tion of the American Medical associa- 
tion convention. : 

The suggestion came from Col. Vic- 
tor C. Vaughan, dean of the medical 
school of the University of Michigan, 
and was made to physicians represent- 
ing practically every medical school in 
the United States called together at 


department. 
An attempt of Col. Vaughan to place 
the council on record in favor of the 
step which would allow the war de- 


partment to dictate to students of both | 


sexes what course of study they might 
pursue and to exercise unlimited con- 
trol over the faculties of the schools, 
was voted down. 

Would Prussianize Schools. 

Although there was practically no 
debate against the motion of Col. 
Vaughan, the vote, according to physi- 
cians present, was practically unani- 
mous. After the session closed several 
physicians expressed their belief that 
if carried out the plan would “ Prus- 
sianize” the educational system. 

“My proposal is that we eliminate 
ev in the advanced schools 
of the country which is not essential 
to the winning of the war,” said Col. 
Vaughan in explanation. 
for the term of the war the plan 
would work out very well. Students 
are spending their time on old English 
and history when they might as well 
be getting something concrete which 
they could apply to the end that Ger- 
many might be defeated. 

“The only way this could be done 
is to give the war department abso- 
lute control over all educational in- 
stitutions above the high schools with 
power to appoint professors, eliminate 
unnecessary studies, outline courses of 
study, and direct the force of the 
schools into

No matter what sophistries the 
German people may advance as ex- 
cuses for these things and for their 
pretipitating war on Belgium, France, 
England, and Russia, we know that 
these cannot apply to America.

Dr. Bevan. said that when the Ger- 
man people awaken from the night- 
mare of the war they must realize the 
enormity of the crime they committed 
under the spell of the medieval auto- 
cratic government that controlled 
them. 

¥ To medical men who are acous- 
tomed to study diseased bodies and 
minds,” he said, “this state of the 
German government and the German 
people seems like the insanity of a 
whole nation. We medical men are 
familiar with a horrible disease, which 
begins with an initial lesion acquired 
in a debaugh and which ends often in 
insanity with delusions of grandeur 
and magnificence. 

“It would seem as though the Ger- 
man nation is suffering from such a 
disease and from sych a form of in- 
Sanity. It acquired its initial lesion 
im the rape and outrage of Denmark, 
of Austria, and of France in the dec- 
ade between 1860 and 1870. The virus 
of conquest and domination has 
coursed through fts veins for more 
than fifty years, and has produced 
now a diseased national mind, with the 
delusions of egotism and grandeur that 
are responsible for this world’s war. 

Germans Like Mosquitoes.
